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Good  crops,  record  livestock  numbers,  and  favorable  prices  are  holding  cash  income  from 
farm  marketings  at  relatively  high  levels  in  nearly  all  States.  Greatest  increases  over  1912 
are  generally  found  in  the  cash  crop  areas  where  meat  animals  are  also  produced  in  large  volume. 
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THE    FARM    INCOME  SITUATION 

Preliminary  Estimates  for  November 

Total  cash,  income  from  farm  marketings  in  November  showed  less  than 
the  usual  seasonal  decline  from  October,    Receipts  in  November  this  year 
were  2,012  million  dollars,  while  for  the  same  month  last  year  they  amounted 
to  1,764  million  dollars.     Income  from  crops  in  November  19^3  was  down  by 
nearly  one  quarter  from  the  high  figure  for  October  but  receipts  from  live- 
stock and  livestock  products  showed  a  slight  increase  over  the  previous 
month.    Unusually  heavy  marketings  of  hogs  and  calves  at  prices  supported  by 
Federal  controls  helped  to  bring  about  an  8  percent  increase  over  October  in 
income  from  meat  animals.    Advancing  feed  and  labor  costs  ^ere  reflected  in 
slightly  lower  milk  production  which  resulted  in  a  greater  than  usual  drop 
in  income  from  dairy  products.    The  rather  heavy  sale  of  turkeys  for  the 
Thanksgiving  trade  at  prices  that  were  somewhat  higher  than  last  year  accounted 
for  most  of  the  increase  in  the  income  from  poultry  and  eggs. 

Government  payments  of  38  million  dollars  in  November  were  somewhat 
above  October,  but  considerably  below  November  of  19^-2. 

Income  from  farm  marketings,  for  the  period  January  through  November, 
amounted  to  17,319  million  dollars  while  in  19U2  it  was  13,867  million  dollars 
for  the  same  11  months.     Increases  were  made  by  all  commodity  groups  except 
cotton  and  cottonseed,  where  reductions  in  harvested  acreage,  in  yields,  and 
in  Government  payments  more  than  offset  the  higher  prices  for  lint  and  seed. 
Higher  prices  received  by  farmers  were  largely  responsible  for  the  23  percent 
rise  in  income  from  crops,  while  the  unusually  large  marketings  of  meat  animals 
in  recent  months  and  the  increased  prices  received  for  nearly  all  agricultural 
commodities  accounted  for  most  of  the  26  percent  gain  in  receipts  from  live- 
stock and  livestock  products  during  the  11-month  period. 
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Summary  * 

The  revised  estimates  of  cash  income  from  farm  market irif-s  for  October 
of  2,253  million  dollars  was  an  increase  Of  15  percent  over  the  receipts  for 
the  same  month  last  year  and  a  gain  of  16  percent  over  September  19^3»  Income 
from  crops  showed  an  increase  over  September  which  was  3  percent  greater  thai 
usualt  but  the  gain  made  by  livestock  and  live.st.o.ck  products  was  not  as  large 
as  usually  occurs.  .  .  .  , 

The  record  crops  of  late  potatoes  and  peanuts  as.  well-  as  generally 
higher  prices  were  responsible  for  a  large  part  of  the.  increase  in  receipts 
from  crops  in  October  as  compared  with  October,  19^2.    Outstanding  gains  in 
income  from  crops  in  Georgia  and  Alabama  were  ,  brought .  about  by  greatly 
expanded  peanut  production  and  higher  cotton  prices. ,  In  Maine  the  sharp 
increase  was  due  mostly  to  the  large  potato  crop. .  ,In  North  Dakota  the  pro- 
nounced rise  in  income  was  caused  mostly  by  an  unusually  large  wheat  crop. 

The  gain  in  receipts  from  livestock  and  livestock  products  for  October 
in  comparison  with  the  same  month  a  year  earlier  was  not  quite  as  great  as 
the  increase  in  income  from  crops.    Rather  marked  gains  in  receipts  from 
poultry  products  in  all  sections  and  from  hogs  in  the  central  regions  was 
largely  responsible  for  the  13  percent  rise  in  19^3  income  over  19*+2. 

The  total  income  from  farm  marketings  for. the  period  January  through 
October  amounted  to  15,318  million  dollars.     This  was  an  increase  of  26  per- 
cent over  the  same  period  last  year.     The  percentage  gains  made  by  crops  and 
livestock  were  about  the  same  for  the  country  as .a  whole.     Some  of  the  most 
important  gains  in  income  were  made  "by  truck  crops  and  vegetables  and  by 
oil-bearing  crops,  poultry  and  eggs,  and  hogs  in  all  sections.     Income  from 
feed  crops  and  from  fruits  also  advanced  noticeably  in  the  North  Central  and 
Western  regions.

STATE  AND  REGIONAL  ESTIMATES  EOR  OCTOBER 
North  Atlantic  Region 

Total  income  from  farm  marketings  in  this  region  for  October  was  13 
percent  above  the  same  month  last  year.     Receipts  from  both  livestock  and 
crops  were  up  13  percent.    For  the  period  January  through  October,  income 
this  year  was  20  percent  greater  than  last  year.    Receipts  from  livestock 
for  the  10-month  period  increased  21  percent  while  income  from  crops  advanced 
18  percent . 

Potatoes  were  largely  responsible  for  the  increase  of  13  percent  in  the 
income  from  crops  for  October  over  the  same  month  in  1942.    Total  potato  pro- 
duction in  this  region  was  26  percent  gremter  than  the  average  annual  pro- 
duction from  1932  to  1941.    About  one  fifth  of  the  entire  United  States  late 
potato  crop  was  produced  in  Maine  where  production  was  72  percent  greater 
than  the  1932-41  average.    Price  supports  have  helped  in  maintaining  potato 
prices  at  higher  levels  than  last  year.

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FIGURE  I 
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Income  from  livestock  and  livestock  products  in  general  was  high  in 
this  region  during  October  as  compared  with  October  19^-2.    Receipts  from 
poultry  and  eggs  made  outstanding  gains.    Although  the  rate  of  egg  production 
per  bird  was  less  than  a  year  ago  in  most  States  in  the  region,  total  egg 
production  was  nearly  as  great  because  of  a  5  percent  increase  in  layers. 
Higher  prices  brought  about  a  lU  percent  rise  over  last  year  in  income  from 
eggs. 

A  much  greater  gain  was  shown  by  broilers  where  income  for  October  was 
lk2  percent  of  the  same  month  in  19^2.     This  reflects  the  26  percent  increase 
in  chicks  hatched  in  this  region  since  June  and  the  advance  of  2k  percent  in 
the  price  per  pound  during  October  as  compared  with  last  year. 

Tor  the  10-month  period,  January  through  October,  income  from  potatoes 
was  nearly  50  percent  greater  than  for  the  same  period  last  year.    Truck  crops 
also  showed  large  gains,  particularly  in  New  York,  New  Jersey,  and  Pennsylvania 
Receipts  from  apples  were  up  sharply  in  New  York  and  Massachusetts,  despite  the 
smaller  19^3  crop.     Income  from  poultry  and  eggs  advanced  markedly  in  all 
States  as  a  result  of  an  8  percent  increase  in  total  egg  production,  about  26 
percent  more  chicks  available  for  broilers  and  for  replacements  in  the  laying 
flocks,  and  increased  prices.     Sharp  increases  were  also  made  in  receipts 
from  hogs  in  Massachusetts,  New  York,  and  Pennsylvania.     Income  from  crops 
increased  18  percent  in  the  region  for  the  10-month  period,  ns  compared  with 
the  sane  period  in  19^-2,  and  livestock  advanced  20  percent. 

East  North  Central  Region 

Income  from  farm  marketings  in  the  East  North  Central  region  in  October 
was  U  percent  greater  than  for  October  19^-2.    Receipts  from  livestock  showed 
an  11  percent  increase,  but  income  from  crops' was  5  percent  below  last  year. 
Total  income  for  the  period  January  through  October  indicated  22  percent 
increase  over  the  same  period  last  year.    Receipts  from  livestock  were  23  per- 
cent above  19^-2  while  income  from  crops  was  up  20  percent. 

Truck  crops,  dry  edible  beans,  sweetpotatoes,  and  Irish  potatoes  all 
made  substantial  gains  in  income  during  October  over  the  same  month  in  19*+2. 
Receipts  from  vegetables  as  a  whole  showed  a  ~$0  percent  increase  compared  with 
last  year.    Potato  production  in  this  region  was  17  percent  greater  than  last 
year  and  potato  prices  were  3^  percent  higher.     Income  from  the  sale  of  corn 
was  U-0  percent  greater  than  for  October  19^+2  due  largely  to  higher  prices  in 
19^3.    Receipts  from  soybeans,  one  of  the  principal  crops  in  the  region,  were 
down  21  percent,  wheat  showed  21  percent  decrease,  and  sugar  beets  were  off 
U3  percent.    Income  from  apples  and  grapes  were  up  sharply,  but  income  from 
pears  was  down  nearly  one  third.      .  ' 

Poultry  and  eggs  showed  substantial  gains  for  October  as  compared  with 
October  19^-2.    Egg  production  per  bird  in  this  region  was  the  same  as  a  year 
ago,  but  number  of  layers  was  3  percent  greater.     The  22  percent  increase  in 
egg  prices  accounted  for  most  of  the  increase  in  income  from  eggs.    Larger  . 
flocks,  more  chickens  hatched,  and  higher  prices  brought  about  an  income  from 
chickens  sold  which  was  nearly  175  percent  of  last  year.    Receipts  from  meat 
animals  were  only  slightly  greater  than  in  19^2.     Income  from  hogs  was 
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relatively  high.  Receipts  from  livestock  and  livestock:  products  were  11  per- 
cent greater  than  for  October  of  last"  year  and  total  income  from  farm  market- 
ings was  4  percent  above  1942. 

The  income  for  January  through  October  showed  a  much  greater  increase 
compared  with  last  year.    Receipts  from  soybeans  were  28  percent  greater  than 
in  1942.     Income  from  vegetables  was  31  percent  above  the  same  period  last 
year.    Feed  crops  made  a  gain  of  16  percent  largely  because  of  increased 
prices  for  corn.    Apples,  the  outstanding  fruit  crop,  showed  a  gain  in  income 
of  42  percent. 

An  increase  of  over  on«  quarter  in  the  income  from  hogs  for  the  10-month 
period  accounted  for  the  largest  part  of  the  18  percent  gain  in  receipts  from 
meat  animals.    The.  increase  in  income  from  poultry  and  eggs  amounted  to  nearly 
50  percent.     This  was  the  result  largely  of  a  gain  of  10  percent  in  total  egg 
production,  18  percent  in  chicks  hatched,  and  an  increase  of  from  22  percent 
to  25  percent  in  prices. 

West  North  Central  Region 

Total  income  for  October  in  this  region  showed  an  11  percent  increase 
over  October  1942.    Receipts  from  livestock  were  up  15  percent  and  income 
from  crops  was  4  percent  above  last  year.    Income  for  the  10-month  period 
January  through  October  was  32  percent  greater  than  for  the  same  period  last 
year.    Receipts  from  livestock  showed  a  gain  of  31  percent  and  income  from 
crops  increased  35  percent. 

The  income  from  vegetables  in  this  region  was  about  65  percent  greater 
in  October  than  in  the  same  month  last  year.    Potato  production  for  the  region 
was  13  percent  greater  than  last  year,  production  being  particularly  heavy  in 
Minnesota  and  North  Dakota.    Favorable  prices  with  increased  sales  brought 
about  an  income  for  October  65  percent  above  the  same  month  in  1942.  The 
October  income  from  dry  edible  beans  was  nearly  three  times  the  October  1942 
level  and  receipts  from  truck  crops  were  44  percent  above  last  year.  Receipts 
from  feed  crops  were  nearly  60  percent  higher  than  for  the  same" month  in  1942. 
Greatest  gain  was  made  in  receipts  from  corn.     The  income  from  corn  in  Iowa 
was  60  percent  greater  in  October  1943  than  for  the  same  month  last  year. 
Receipts  for  oats  and  barley  for  the  entire  region  were  also  high.  Sharp 
increases  occurred  in  receipts  from  these  crops  in  North  Dakota  and  Nebraska. 
Income  from  cotton  and  cottonseed  fell  of f  noticeably ' in  this  region.  Nearly 
all  the  cotton  and  cottonseed  produced  in  this-  region  is  raised  in  Missouri. 
October  income  from  legume  and  grass  seeds  was  29  percent  greater  than  in 
1942  and  receipts  from  apples  increased  15  percent.     Total  income  from  crops 
was  less  than  last  year  in  Iowa,  Missouri,  and  Kansas. 

An  increase  of  28  percent  in  the  receipts  from  hogs  in  October  over 
last  year  was  largely  responsible  for  the  14  percent  gain  in  income  from 
meat  animals.    Receipts  from,  poultry  and  eggs  also  showed  an  increase  of 
26  percent  while  dairy  products  were  up  only  7  percent.    Important  gains 
were  made  in  receipts  from  livestock  and  lives-took  products  in  all  States. 

For  the  period  January  through  October,  'substantial  increases  in  income 
were  made  from  wheat,  feed  crops,  oil-bearing  crops,  and  vegetables  as  comparer 
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with  the  same  period  last  year.    The  increases  varied  from  32  percent  for 
wheat  to  50  percent  for  oil-bearing  crops.    Receipts  from  fruits  were       per-  - 
cent  above  19^2  and  income  from  legume  and  grass  seeds  showed  a  29  percent 
gain.     Increases  in  income  from  crops  were  especially  high'  in  North  Dakota 
and  South  Dakota. 

For  the  10-month  period  gains  were  made  in  nearly  all  classes  of  live- 
stock and  livestock  products.  Receipts  from  poultry  and  eggs  were  53  percent 
above  last  year,  and  hogs  showed  a  U3  percent  gain. 

South  Atlantic  Region 

Total  income  from  farm  marketings  for  October  in  the  South  Atlantic 
region  was  23  percent  greater  than  in  October  19^-2.    Receipts  from  livestock 
showed  an  increase  of  27  percent  over  last  year  while  crops  were  up  22  per- 
cent.   For  the  j>eriod  January  through  October,  total  income  was  27  percent 
above  19^2.    Receipts  from  livestock  gained  39  percent  and  income  from  crops 
advanced  21  percent. 

Income  from  oil-bearing  crops  was  four  and  ona  half  times  as  great 
for  October  19*+ 3.  as  *"or  the  same  month  last  year.    This  was  due  largely  to 
the  exceptionally  large  peanut  crop.     The  income  from  sweetpotatoes  was 
especially  high.    Yields  were  good  and  acreages  were  above  the  1932-^1  average 
in  most  States.    Total  production  was  only  slightly  greater  for  the  region  in 
.19^3  than  in  19U2  "but  average  prices  were  much' higher  this  year.    Income  from 
truck  crops  was  "below  last  year  "but  receipts  from  potatoes  were  greater  than 
in  19U2.    Income  from  all  vegetables  was  more  than  50  percent  greater  than 
last  year. 

Receipts  from  cotton  and  from  feed  crops  in  this*  region  were  also 
relatively  heavy.    Income  from  f ruit,  however,  was  about  25'percent  below 
19^2. 

The  most  important  gains  in  livestock  and  livestock  products  were  made 
by  poultry  and  eggs.     Total  egg  production  for  October  was  only"  slightly  highe: 
than  for  the  same  month  last  year,  but  increased  prices  helped  to  bring  about 
an  income  which  was       percent  greater  than  in  19^2.    Receipts  from  broilers 
for  the  entire  region  was  more  than  double  the  amount  received  in  October 
last  year.     Income  from  broilers  was  especially  heavy  in  those  States  in  the 
northern  part  of  the  region  where  broiler  production  is  carried  on  intensively. 
Receipts  from  the  sale  of  chickens  were  nearly  twice  as  great  as  last  year  witl 
income  fairly  well  distributed  over  the  entire  region.  - 

Income  from  dairy  products  in  October  was  only  slightly  greater  than 
a  year  earlier.    Heavy  hog  slaughter  for  the  month  helped  materially  in 
increasing  receipts  from  meat  animals  well  above  October  19*+2. 

October  income  from  crops  for  the  entire  region  varied  from  10  percent 
less  than  a  year  earlier  in  Virginia  and  North  Carolina  to  117  percent  more 
in  Georgia. 

For  the  period  January  through  October,  receipts  from  oil-bearing  crops 
were  nearly  three  times  as  great  as  for  the  same  period  in  19^2.  Significant 
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increases  were  made  in  "both  receipts  from  peanuts  and  from  soybeans.    A  rela- 
tively large  increase  also  occurred  in  receipts  from  vegetables.    The  incomes 
from  potatoes,  sweetpotatoes,  and  truck  crops  were  all  relatively  high  in  ' 
comparison  with  19^2.    While  the  receipts  from  fruits  showed  a  13  Percent 
increase  over  a  year  earlier,  incomes  from  peaches,  pears,  and  grapes  were 
greatly  reduced  and. receipts  from  strawberries  fell  off  slightly.  Incomes 
from  apples  and  small-  fruits  showed  some  gain. 

Important  gains  were  made  in  receipts  from  the  sale  of  nearly  all 
classes  of  poultry  and  poultry  products  for  the  period  January  through  October 
as  compared  with  the  same  period  in  19^-2,    Increases  in  income  from  broilers 
and  chickens  were  especially  high.    Receipts  from  meat  animals  were  about 
26  percent  above  a  year  earlier  with  incomes  from  hogs  showing  the  greatest 
gains.     Receipts  from  dairy  products  also  showed  a  substantial  increase. 

South  Central  Region

Total  income  for  October  in  this  region  was  l6  percent  above  the  same 
month  last  year.    Receipts  from  livestock  and  crops  both  increased  l6  percent 
over  19^2.     Income  for  the  period  January  through  October  showed  23  percent 
advance  over  the  same  period  last  year.    Receipts  from  livestock  made  a  gain 
of  28  percent  and  income  from  crops  was  up  18  percent. 

.The  income  from  cotton  was  18  percent  greater  in  October  than  for  the 
same  month  in  19^-2.     The  greatest  gains  in  receipts  from  cotton  were  made  in 
Alabama,  Louisiana,  and  Texas.     Income  from  peanuts  was  nearly  five  times  as 
great  as  last  year.    Receipts  from  vegetables  made  a  gain  of  about  83  percent 
over  19^2  which  was  caused  mostly  by  relatively  large  receipts  from  potatoes 
and  sweetpotatoes.    Production  of  these  crops  was  high  in  nearly  all  States 
in  the  region.    Income  from  fruit  was  somewhat  less  than  a  year  earlier, 
mostly  because  of  the  poor  peach  crop,  which  particularly  affected  the  income 
in  Arkansas. 

The  income  from  crops  varied  among  the  States  from  33  percent  below 
19^2  in  Oklahoma  to  109  percent  above  in  Alabama. 

Income  from  wheat  for  the  period  January  through  October  was  nearly 
one  third  less  than  for  the  same  period  last  year.    Receipts^  from  feed  crops 
for  the  10  months  were  29  percent  above  19^2.     Income  from  grain  sorghums 
showed  the  greatest  gain.    Receipts  from  hay  and  from  corn  were  also  well 
above  19^2  levels.    Outstanding  increases  were  made  by  all  oil-bearing  crops, 
particularly  peanuts.    Receipts  from  tobacco  were  especially  high  in  Kentucky 
and  Tennessee  where  unusually  large  crops  were  produced.     Sharp  increases  in 
receipts  from  vegetables  also  occurred  in  all  States.    Receipts  from  fruits 
were  about  25  percent  greater  than  in  19^2.     The  most  important  gains  occurred 
in  citrus  fruits,  apples,  and  strawberries.     Decreases  were  shown  in  incomes 
from  peaches,  pears,  and  grapes. 

While  receipts  from  cattle,  calves,  and  sheep  and  lambs  decreased 
slightly,  there  was  a  sharp  rise  in  hog  marketings  in  all  States  in  the  region 
and  income  from  meat  animals  increased  about  7  percent.    Income  from  all 
poultry  products  and  eggs  also  advanced  quite  generally  throughout  the  region 
and  receipts  were  71  percent  greater  in  October  than  for  the  same  month  a 
year  earlier.    A  marked  rise  also  occurred  in  income  from  dairy  products. 
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For  the  period  January  through  October  income  from  meat  animals  was 
more  than  20  percent  higher  than  for  the  same  period  in  I9U2.  Important 
gains  were  made  "by  hogs,  sheep,  and  lambs.    These  increases  were  especially 
great  in  Kentucky,  Tennessee,  and  Texas,    Income  from  poultry  and  eggs 
increased  about  55  percent.    This  was  caused  mostly  by  important  gains  in 
receipts  from  eggs,  chickens,  and  broilers.    Dairy  products  showed  an  increase 
of  29  percent  for  the  entire  region.    While  increases  occurred  in  income  from 
dairy  products  in  all  States  in  the  region,  the  largest  gain  was  shown  in 
Texas. 

West  ern  Region 

Total  receipts  from  farm  marketings  for  October  in  the  Western  region 
were  2h  percent  greater  than  for  October  19^-2.     Income  from  livestock  showed 
an  increase  of  6  percent  while  receipts  from  crops  were  up  38  percent.  For 
the  period  January  through  October  total  income  was  J>0  percent  above  the 
same  period  last  year.    Receipts  from  livestock  were  19  percent  greater  than 
for  19^2  and  income  from  crops  showed  a  gain  of  Uo  percent.     The  largest 
regional  increase,  during  October,  both  in  receipts  from  crops  and  in  total 
income  from  farm  marketings,  occurred  in  this  section. 

Receipts  from  feed  crops  during  that  month  were       percent  greater 
than  in  19^-2.    Income  from  barley,  oats,  and  hay  were  particularly  high. 
Receipts  from  vegetables  were  up  by  nearly  one  third.    Potatoes,  dry  edible 
beans,  and  truck  crops  all  showed  important  gains.    Receipts  from  potatoes 
were  especially  high  in  Idaho,  and  in  California  income  from  truck  crops  was 
well  above  that  of  October  19^-2.    Receipts  from  fruits  were  57  percent  greater 
than  in  19^2.     Substantial  increases  were  made  by  nearly  all  types  of  fruit 
produced  in  the  region.    October  income  from  crops  as  a  whole  was  J>&  percent 
above  I9H2. 

Receipts  from  poultry  and  eggs  fell  off  slightly  in  this  region.  While 
eggs  showed  a  33  percent  gain  over  the  same  month  in  19^-2,  turkeys  were  down 

percent.    Increases  occurred  in  receipts  from  chickens  and  broilers,  ducks, 
and  geese.    Income  from  hogs  was  up  21  percent.    Receipts  from  cattle  and 
calves  were  also  somewhat  higher  than  a  year  earlier.    Receipts  from  sheep 
and  lambs  were  down,  and  income  from  meat  animals  was  only  7  percent  above 
the  October  19^-2  level,  while  receipts  from  dairy  products  were  up  13  percent. 
Income  from  livestock  and  livestock  products  varied  all  the  way  from  12  per- 
cent less  than  a  year  earlier  in  Wyoming  to  9U  percent  greater  in  Nevada. 

For  Janua.ry  through  October,  income  from  vegetables  was  about  5^  per- 
cent greater  than  for  the  same  period  a  year  earlier.    Receipts  from  truck 
crops  and  potatoes  were  especially  high.    Receipts  from  wheat  were  only 
slightly  up,  but  income  from  cotton  was  50  percent  greater  than  in  19^-2. 
Sharp  rises  were  also  shown  in  receipts  for  most  of  the  feed  crops.  Marked 
increases  occurred  in  income  from  many  types  of  fruit  during  this  period, 
but  receipts  from  the  smaller  crops  of  apricots,  plums,  strawberries,  and 
olives  were  much  lower  than  in  19^-2. 

Although  receipts  from  turkeys  for  the  10-month  period  decreased  by 
about  39  percent  as  compared  with  a  year  earlier,  income  from  all  poultry  and 
eggs  made  a  significant  increase.     Receipts  from  eggs  and  broilers  were 
especially  high.     Income  from  dairy  products  also  showed  a  21  percent  gain 
over  the  same  period  in  19^2.

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AGRICULTURAL  PRODUCTION  FOR  19^3  LOOKS  LIKE  A  RECORD 

Total  agricultural  production  in  the  United  States  for  19^3  will  proba- 
bly exceed  the  unusually  large  production  of  19^-2  and  will  consequently  estab- 
lish a  new  record  for  agricultural  output.    A  large  part  of  the  credit  for 
this  exceptional  production  goes  to  livestock  and  livestock  products.  Hog 
marketings  during  most  of  the  year  have  been  so  great  that  packers  have  been 
unable  to  handle  the  shipments  fast  enough  to  avoid  serious  congestion. 
Sales  in  nearly  every  State  in  the  country  have  far  surpassed  last  year  and 
at  times  were  nearly  double  the  marketings  in  I9U2  in  some  of  the  Central 
and  Western  sections. 

Farm  marketings  of  cattle  and  calves  during  the  first  of  the  year  did 
not  quite  equal  those  of  19^2,  but  have  exceeded  last  year  since  September. 

The  sale  of  sheep  and  lambs  has  been  consistently  high  as  compared 
with  I9U2.    This  has  been  particularly  true  in  most  of  the  States  in  the 
West  North  Central  region,  the  South  Central  region,  and  the  Western  region. 

Increased  sale  of  poultry  products  was  quite  general  over  the  entire 
country  but  was  e set: dally  noticeable  in  the  South  Atlantic  region.  Dairy 
product  marketings  fell  off  slightly. 

While  production  of  livestock  and  livestock  products  for  sale  or 
home  consumption  was  about  10  percent  above  the  record  production  of  last 
year,  crop  production  was  dewn  9  percent*    The  crops  of  dry  edible  beans, 
white  potatoes,  and  sweetpotatoes  all  exceeded  those  of  last  year  to  increase 
the  volume  index  for  vegetables  by  17  percent.    While  all  of  the  oil-bearing 
crops  showed  gains  over  the  production  in  19^2,  peanuts  led  the  way.  The 
tobacco  crop  equalled  but  did  not  exceed  last  year's.    All  other  crop  groups 
showed  a  decrease  in  comparison  with  the  outstanding  production  of  last  year. 
The  tentative  estimate  for  the  total  volume  of  production  (including  nonfood 
as  well  as  food  crops  and  livestock)  in  19^3  f°r  sale  and  for  home  consumption 
indicates  about  2  percent  increase  over  19^2.
